STATEMENT OF FACTS IN SUPPORT OF FILING ON BEHALF OF NONSIGNING 



This stat ement i s made as to the exact facts_that-are relied upon to establish-the diligent 

effort made to secure the execution of the declaration by the nonsigning inventor for the above- 
identified patent application before deposit thereof in the Patent and Trademark Office. 

This statement is being made by the available person having first-hand knowledge of the 
facts recited therein. 

I, Dan C. Hu, residing at 4615 Spruce Street, Bellaire, Texas 77401, am a patent attorney 
representing the Assignee of the present application, Nortel Networks Corporation. 

Starting in September 1999 and continuing through November 10, 1999, 1 made frequent 
calls to the last known work telephone number of Alwarkurichi Nagaraj. When I initially prepared 
the application, I was told by Vivek Kapil, a co-inventor, that Mr. Nagaraj was no longer employed 
by Nortel Networks Corporation. I was provided Mr. Nagaraj 's last known work telephone 
number by Mr. Kapil. 

Each time I called the telephone number provided to me, I was greeted by a voice mail 
message left by a person identifying himself as "Al Nagaraj." Each time I would leave a message 
on the voice mail system requesting that the person call me at my office number. During 
September and October of 1999, 1 called Mr. Nagaraj 's last known work number many times and 
left messages with him. In addition, I was able to obtain Mr. Nagaraj 's last known home telephone

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number, which I called at least several times during October and November 1999. No one 
answered the calls to the home phone number despite many rings. 

On November 9, 1999, 1 called Mr. Nagaraj's last known employer, Marconi 
Communications, in the Dallas, Texas area, to determine if Mr. Nagaraj was still employed by 
Marconi Communications. I spoke with a person identified as being Mr. Nagaraj's supervisor, 
Leigh Ann Roberts, who informed me that Mr. Nagaraj was no longer employed with Marconi. I 
asked Ms. Roberts whether Mr. Nagaraj left a forwarding address or telephone number. I was told 
that she has no such information. 

On October 21, 1999, 1 sent by certified mail (No. P223513435), with return receipt 
requested, a draft of the patent application to Mr. Nagaraj at his last known address: 3026 Beltline 
Road, Apt. 1914, Garland, Texas 75044. A copy of the cover letter for that correspondence along 
with a copy of the receipt for certified mail are attached to this statement as Exhibit A. 

On November 12, 1999, the return receipt was returned to me, but it was signed by a 

person other than Mr. Nagaraj (see Exhibit B). 

^^'^nthelame^aFe, I sent by U.S. Express Mail (No. EL44563207US) a copy of the final 
draft of the application with a declaration and assignment, with retum receipt requested and 
restricted delivery. The transmittal letter and return receipt are attached as Exhibit C. The retum 
receipt was retumed more than three weeks later, signed by someone other than Mr. Nagaraj (see 
Exhibit D). Tracking information indicates that the letter was forwarded to 1714 Valley View 
Lane, #3053, Irving, TX 75061 . However, there is no indication that Mr. Nagaraj is residing at 
that address. 

During the more than three-month period from September to the filing of this application 
numerous efforts have been made by me to try to reach Mr. Nagaraj. However, such efforts have 
not been successfiil. ^-^^
